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After  working  for  John  Stanton  from 
1855  to  1861,  James  Murdock,  Jr.  opened  his 
own  establishment.  In  the  mid  1860s,  with 
William  W.  Spencer,  he  purchased  Stanton’s 
business  and  the  company  became  known  as 
Murdock  &  Spencer.  Around  1870  Murdock 
bought  out  his  partner  and  operated  the  busi¬ 
ness  alone  at  139  West  5th  Street,  Cincinnati, 
under  the  name  James  Murdock,  Jr.  In  1875 
he  relocated  to  165  Race  Street,  and  later  op¬ 
erated  at  various  other  addresses.  In  the  early 
1900s  the  firm  became  known  as  James 
Murdock  Jr.  &  Company,  and  evidently  later 
to  the  Murdock  Stamp  and  Specialty  Com¬ 
pany. 

Murdock’s  business  was  purchased  by 
Wiley  Osborne  circa  1920,  at  which  time  Os¬ 
borne  established  the  Osborne  Register  Company.  Interestingly,  a  1930  directory  lists  the 
Murdock  Stamp  and  Specialty  Company  still  in  business,  at  123  W.  Pearl  Street.  I  imagine  by 
this  time  the  firm  was  no  longer  manufacturing  tokens  and  medals. 

Murdock  is  best  known  to  collectors  of  coal  mine  scrip  as  the  manufacturer  of  many 
nineteenth  century  tokens  which  were  struck  using  Murdock’s  distinctive  “stock”  reverse 
dies,  the  design  of  which  consisted  of  a  denomination  within  a  circle  of  stars.  The  illustrated 

token,  which  has  one  of  these  stock  reverse 
die,  has  been  attributed  to  Mulberry,  Kansas.  It 
was  issued  by  the  Mulholland  Store  which 
was,  according  to  Edkins,  company  store  for 
the  Dickey  &  Mulholland  Coal  &  Mining 
Company.  Edkins  catalogs  the  token  as  KS 
201 1-B100,  rarity  10. 

These  tokens  are  listed  in  the  book  Kan¬ 
sas  Trade  Tokens  with  the  comment  that  the 
Mulholland  &  Dickey  store  (notice  the  order 
of  the  names)  operated  from  1883  to  1906. 
Dodrill,  in  20,  000  Coal  Company  Stores,  has 
it  listed  for  1906  and  1907.  The  die  work  sug¬ 
gests  that  the  tokens  were  struck  in  the  late 
nineteenth  century. 


The  Mulholland 

tokens  are  noteworthy  for  two  rea¬ 
sons.  First,  a  word  on  the  obverse, 
which  I  assume  to  have  been  DOL¬ 
LAR,  has  been  deleted.  I  can’t  imag¬ 
ine  why  this  was  done,  unless  for  some  legal  reason.  In  any  event,  it  was  done  by  hand,  as 
can  be  seen  by  comparing  the  close-up  illustrations  of  two  pieces.  Other  denominations  of 
the  token  are  known,  and  the  denomination  has  been  deleted  in  a  similar  fashion  on  every  ex¬ 
ample  I’ve  seen.  Edkins  speculates  that  it  was  done  “when  the  company  cancelled  the 
pieces.”  This  doesn’t  seem  probable  to  me;  if  that  were  the  case  it  would  have  been  much 
simpler  (and  quicker)  to  simply  use  a  large  “X”  punch  across  each  side,  or  something  of  the 
sort. 


Another  very  interesting  thing'  about  the  Mulholland  tokens  is  the  fact  that  the  die 
sinker  has  “signed”  them  by  putting  his  name  and  address  -  JAS  MURDOCK  JR.  DIE 
SINKER  165  RACE  ST.  CIN’TI.  O.  -  in  incuse  letters  on  the  edge.  Over  the  years  I’ve  seen 
a  few  other  Murdock  tokens  that  were  signed  this  way,  and  I  always  wondered  why  he  did  so. 

It  pays  to  advertise,  and  for  that  reason  many  die  sinkers  signed  their  work.  However, 
they  normally  did  it  either  on  the  obverse  or  reverse  die  where  it  would  be  readily  seen,  not 
on  the  edge  where  most  people  would  never  notice  it.  Of  course  it  is  possible  that  Murdock 
did  so  as  an  anti-counterfeiting  measure.  But  if  so,  why  did  he  do  it  on  so  few  tokens?
